1877  he  was  elected  full  professor  of  Physics  and  Librarian  at  Iowa 
State  College. In  1633  he  resigned  his  position  in  the  college  and 
moved  to  Des  Moines, where  he  practiced  law.  In  1836  he  was  elected 
prosecuting  attorney  in  Folk  County, and  for  two  terms  was  city  solici¬ 
tor  for  Des  Moines. 

Mattie  Locke  Macomber,  after  her  graduation  from  Iowa  State 
College  received  a  degree  from  Ann  Arbor.  Then  she  spent  two  years  In 
travel  and  study  in  Europe, thus  grounding  herself  in  the  French  and 
German  languages.  After  her  marriage  she  lectured  on  Art  and  travel 
and  personally  conducted  parties  to  Europe, China  and  Mexico.
